He dealt at length with the history of the 
Treaty, and stated that when he was going 
to London with the other plenipotentiaries 
every one of them was presented with a 
written credential in the form of a letter. 
That letter, which was signed by Mr. de 
Valera, stated that they, the plenipotentiaries, 
were to negotiate and conclude on behalf of 
the elected Parliament ot the “ Republic of 
Ireland,” with the represéntatives of His 
Britannic Majesty a treaty of settlement, 
association, or accommodation with the com- 
munity of nations known as the British 
Commonwealth. They had abandoned the Re. 
public before they went to London, and de- 
clared on the day the Dail appointed the 
plenipotentiaries that that day they abandoned 
the Republic.

i O records were set up last Saturday, and one of them was 

held for only an hour by the British airmen who deft Oran- 
well, Lincolnshire, for India. Flight Lieutenants Carr and Gull- 
man landed in the Persian Gulf at 9.15 p.m. (British summer 
time), after flying 34 hours and 33 minutes. They then held 
the ie for the longest non-stop flight, previously held by 
the French, 

Then at 10.22 p.m. Captain Lindbergh reached Paris 
which is 3,600 miles from New York) added that record to the 
honour of being the first airman to fly from America to the 
Continent of Europe. 


WONDERFUL NAVIGATION. 


In British aviation circles, while admiration is felt for Captain 
Lindbergh’s performance as a feat of endurance, both of 
machine and man, his achievement has impressed most by 
reason of its wonderful navigation. To have flown across the 
North Atlantic on a compass course, and arrived within 30 
miles of the point he intended making on the South Coast of 
yeland, is an example of navigation which only Atlantic liners 
can better. : 

It was pointed out that he had no marks to guide him, no 
vessels to communicate to him his position, and was subject to 
a number of air currents, which might have carried him far off 
his course. An error of a degree or two in his reckoning-at the 
start might have cost him his life. A comparison of Captain 
Lindbergh’s time with that of the only other successful aero- 

plane flight across the Atlantic by Sir John Alcock and Sir A. 
Whitten Brown in 1919, shows that the American pilot averaged 
07} miles an hour, while the Englishmen’s average speed was 
‘15 miles. The Alcock-Brown crossing was accomplished in a

THE BRITISH FLIGHT. 


The French record was apparently broken by the British 
airmen, Flight Lieutenants Carr and Gillman, who came down 
in the Persian Gulf. They had flown about 3,500 of the 4,160 
miles that they had contemplated in their flight from Cranwell 
(Lincolnshire) to Karachi (India). 

The point at which the airmen appeared to have been 
picked up is about 665 miles from Karachi, making the length 
of the flight from Cranwell about 3,495 miles.

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“ AMERICA LINDBERGH 
MAD.” 
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From OUR Own Corresponpent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Most of the United Stated bubbled all 
yesterday with excitement, ending the day 
with “I told you so.” On the streets 
and elsewhere the only topic of conyersa- 
tion is Lindbergh’s flight. The Armistice 
was the only other time when the country 
was so excited.

‘SOUTH-WEST CORNER OF 
MUNSTER CROSSED. 


The coast life-saving service stations 
al} round the Irish coast kept a keen 
look out for Captain Lindbergh, but it 
was a member of the Civic Guard who 
first sighted the aeroplane as she flew in 
over the coast at The Three Sisters, near 
Smerwick Harbour, in County Kerry. 

At the Army Air Force headquarters at 

Baldonnel Aerodrome, Go, Dublin, news 
of the flight was eagerly awaited, and 
several machines were ready to go to the 
aid of Captain Lindbergh in case he had 
to make a forced landing in this country. 
During the afternoon reports were 
broadcast that the monoplane had been 
seen off the coast of Ireland, or over 
Ireland, but these were unfounded.

Captain Lindbergh blushed scarlet, and 
clearly found his celebrity embarrassing. 
He was now wearing a blue suit and 
white shirt. The shirt is the Ambassador’s, 
and the suit, which was unearthed by the 
Ambassador’s valet, is not a bad fit. 

Captain Lindbergh answered the accla- 
mations with a military salute, and when 
he withdrew it was with a sigh of relief 
at getting out of the limelight. 

This ordeal over, there was another 
ahead. Press reporters in force awaited 
him downstairs. His story was told in a 
quiet voice with the most perfect absence 
of side imaginable. It had to be drawn 
from him in the form of question and 
answer. 

The first question was: What was the 
worst moment of his trip? 

“Sure this,” was Captain Lindbergh’s 
laughing reply. 

He went on to tell how he had had fair 
weather most of the way, but it rained 
during nearly a thousand miles. He flew 
first high, then low, to find better weather. 
Thus he would fly as low as thirty feet 
above the sea, only to rise a few minutes 
later to 10,000 feet. 

He saw no ships during the daytime, but 
he sighted the light. of one vessel at night, 
about half-way across. 

His diet was spartanly frugal—sand- 
wiches and water. It was not until he 
recognised the Irish coast, which he had 
specially studied on the map, that he 
felt sure of success. 

He said that he easily found his way 
over France to Le Bourget, thanks to the 
lights along the route, and recognised 
most of the towns over which he flew. 

Captain Lindbergh expressed his thanks 
to the French authorities for their recep- 
tion. ‘‘ Thank you, everybody,’’ he added. 

Then, suddenly grave, he paid a tribute 
to Nungesser and Coli. They had had 
bad luck, he said, and that cast a shadow 
over his success. . 

Asked what he thought were the possi- 
bilities of their having alighted some- 
where, Captain Lindbergh answered that 
if they were caught in snow or hail it was 
unlikely that they had escaped. Their 
aeroplane would be broken. Perhaps they 
had alighted, but might have been carried 
away by a block of ice, of which there are 
many round Newfoundland. 

Captain Lindbergh said that Nungesser 
had made many friends in America, where 
everyone counted on his success. 

“ We can only wait,” he concluded. 

This ‘ended the interview. 

Meanw:- le Sir -Alan Cobham had 
arrived, .and cordially -congratylated 
Captain Lindbergh, who now was begin- 
ning to be drowned under a flood of 
flowers, telegrams, and _ distinguished 
visitors. 
Then occured the event for which 
Captain Lindbergh ‘had waited with the 
keenest anxiety the whole day. The 
Embassy managed to get a wireless tele- 
phonic call through to Detroit, and 
Captain Lindbergh was able to talk to his 
mother. 

After receiving the Press, Captain Tánd- 
bergh, true tó his promise, reserved his 
first visit for Mme. Nungesser.

Accompanied by Mr. Myron T. Herrick.

Nungesser’s house, outside which 
a large crowd had ‘collected in the hope 
of seeing the airman. A cry went up.

Bareheaded, Captain Lindbergh entered 
the house, and when he stood before Mme. 
Nungesser he was so moved that he was 
unable to find words. Finally in a voice, 
which shook, he told her in English how 
he had determined that his first visit 
should be for the mother of the man he 
had known in New York, and whose 
courage he so much admired, adding that 
he, with all America, was grieving that the 
search had hitherto proved fruitless.

The two officers left Cranwell on their 
flight to India at 10.42 a.m. on Friday, 
and landed in the Persian Gulf, forty-five 


p-m. Greenwich time (9.15 summer time) 
last Saturday. Their total flying time 
was thus 34 hours 33 minutes. 

If, as appears probable, they have 
beaten the French record flight from Paris 
to Jask, they held the record for a long 
distance non-stop flight for just over one 
hour on Saturday night, as Lieutenant 
Lindbergh did not reach Paris till 10,22. 

They were actually in the air for an 
hour longer than Lieutenant Lindbergh, 
whose flying time was 33 hours 31 minutes. 

“JOLLY GOOD.” 

“That is jolly good,” said Air Com- 
modore Halahan, the commanding officer 
at Cranwell, when a Press Association 
representative gave him the news last 
night by telephone. “Bandar Abbas 
must be about 3,500 miles on the way. 
We are very glad to think they are both 
safe. We are very disappointed they 
did not succeed in completing the flight, 
but still they have done very well. I 
think it is a most creditable show. We 
shall have to wait until we hear further 
particulars before we can fully judge of 
the performance.”’ 

The Press Association adds that F light- 
Lieutenants Carr and Gillman appear to 
have beaten the world’s non-stop long- 
distance flight record held by the French- 
men, Costes and Rignot, who last October 
flew 3,545 miles in a non-stop flight from 
Paris to Jask (Persian Gulf). . 

Both these distance records have been 
broken by Captain Lindbergh’s flight from 
New York to Paris, which was 3,600 miles. 

The British aviators seem to have flown 
about 3,500 miles before descending into 
the sea, and were within a few hundred 
miles of their first landing place, Karachi. 

Their full flight was planned to cover 
about 4,000 miles, the machine was a 
standard R.A.F. daylight bombing 
machine, and, given ordinary conditions. 
was expected to achieve its object. 

It is thought that the officers may have 
met with adverse winds, or missed their 
way in thick weather, causing a retracing 
of part of the route, and a consequent 
drain upon the petrol supply. Until their 
story is told it is impossible to suggest the 
cause of their descent in the sea. 

They, however, were well up to their 
scheduled time for arrival in Karachi early 
yesterday morning. 

THE OFFICERS’ CAREERS. 

Both aviators were attached to the Head- 
quarters Staff at Uxbridge. Flight-Lieu- 
tenant Gillman is considered one of the 
finest navigators in the force. He is a 
married man, aged about 30, and was 
the navigator in the first R.A.F. flight 
from Cairo to Cape Town and back to 
England 

Flight-Lieutenant Carr is a New 
Zealander, aged about 30, and a single 
man. He left the Air Force temporarily 
to become attached to the Shackleton ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic to fly a small 
aeroplane. When he returned to England 
he again joined up. 

Mr. Tom Sopwith, head of the firm 
which built the aeroplane, was very 
relieved to hear the airmen were all right. 

“They had sufficient fuel to last them 
a lot longer,” he told the Press Associa- 
tion representative. ‘‘ It is impossible to 
know yet what went wrong, but I should 
say it was some external trouble. It may 
have been one of a hundred things. It ‘s 
a great pity they could not reach their 
objective after getting so close, but they 
were on the right course, and rather more 
than up to time.”

“The most marvellous thing about the 
flight is the endurancé of the pilot,” said

Raymond Orteig for a flight across the 
Atlantic from Paris to New York it looked 
almost impossible, but to-day it has become 
an accomplished fact. There is a vast 
difference between some of the endurance

GREAT ACHLEVEMENTS. 


In a leading article upon the two long- 
distance flights of the last few days and 
the R.A.F. flight from Cairo to the Cape 
and back, The Times remarks :—Imme- 
diately after the receipt of the news that 
Flight-Lieutenant C. R. Carr and Flight- 
Lieutenant L. E. M. Gillman had been 
picked up by a steamer in the Persian 
Gulf a message from our Cairo Correspon- 
dent was handed in announcing that the 
R.A.F. flight from Cairo to the Cape and 
back had ended yesterday afternoon, when 
the four machines which leit Cairo on 
March 30th, under the command of Air 
Commodore Samson, landed safely at 
Heliopolis. As the result of the return 
journey, which was carried out as a service 
exercise in regular formation, according to 
a fixed time table, valuable information 
has been gained concerning the equipment 
and care of the machines. 

The engines, says our Correspondent, 
ran perfectly, and could easily do another 
trip to the Cape without overhaul. This 
is a most satisfactory proof not only of 
the high standard of the service aircraft, 
but of the skill of their British pilots, 
navigators and mechanics. The success of 
the flight is welcome evidence of the in- 
creasing mobility of air deience within the 
Empire. 

The gallant failure Flight-Lieu- 
tenants Carr and Gillman is on a different 
plane. They appear to have covered 
approximately the same distance as Cap- 
tain Lindbergh, owing to the very heavy 
load of fuel which they carried in the 
hope of establishing an official non-stop 
record. The actual start and the 
European section of their flight were 
necessarily - attended with exceptional 
difficulties, and there will be everywhere 
a feeling of the keenest regret that the 
attempt of so excellent a pilot and so 
capable a navigator should have ended in 
disappointment. As it is, they, too, have 
accomplished a memorable feat, of which 
their fellow-countrymen have good reason 
to be proud. 

But if there is a feeling of deep 
sympathy with the two British airmen— 
as, thanks to the freemasonry of the air, 
there will be in all countries of the fly- 
ing world—it is natural.and right that 
the success of Captain Lindbergh should 
have aroused the most enthusiastic ad- 
miration, not only in the United States, 
but in Europe. In the fight with the 
forces of nature in the air, as in all the 
other combats of life, nothing, happily, 
can quell the daring and adventurous 
spirit that is instinct in man. He must 
always have fresh worlds to conquer, and 
to talk of putting a stop to the ex- 
ploitation of air machines, however rash 
or costly the enterprises may be, is to 
attempt to put back the hands of the 
clock.
